TheSenateCommitteeon Environmental Affairs, towhich wasr eferred SenateBill No. 343,
has had the same under consideration and begs leave to report the same back to the Senate
with therecommendation that said bill be AMENDED as follows:
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Page 1, between the enacting clause and line 1, begin a new
paragraph and insert:

"SECTION 1. IC 13-11-2-72.5 IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA
CODE AS A NEW SECTION TO READ AS FOLLOWS
[EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 1999]: Sec. 72.5. " Excellent category", for
purposes of 1C 13-18-3-2, refers to scoring criteria used in a
scientifically accepted model such asthelnvertebrate Community
Index (Barbour et al. 1997) and the I ndex of Biotic I ntegrity (Karr
et al. 1986).".

Page 1, delete lines 10 through 15, begin a new paragraph and
insert:

"(b) Beforetheboar d may adopt aruledesignating awater body
asan outstanding state resour ce water or an outstanding national
resour ce water :

(1) the biological criteria scores for the waterbody, using
factors that consider fish communities, macro invertebrate
communities and chemical quality criteria, must be in the
excellent category; and

2 (A) Economicimpact analyses, taking into account future

27 Page 2, line 16, delete "a permit,”.
28 Page 2, between lines 29 and 30, begin anew paragraph and insert:
29 "(b) This SECTION does not apply to rules, standards,
30 determinations, orders, or nonrulepolicy documentsor statements
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1 adopted or issued before July 1, 1999.".
2 Page 2, line 30, delete " (b)" and insert "(c)".
3 Renumber all SECTIONS consecutively.
